To to the Inhabitants of the town of Wolfeboro, qualified to 
vote in town affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at Brewster Memorial Hall 
in said town on the second Tuesday of March next, at nine of 
the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the following subjects: 


ARTICLE 1. To choose a Town Clerk, three Selectmen, two 
Auditors, Treasurer, Collector of Taxes, and Liquor Prosecuting 
Agent for the ensuing year, and one Library Trustee for the en- 
suing three years. 


ARTICLE 2. To choose all other necessary Town Officers. 


ARTICLE 8. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the amount of money necessary to secure State Aid for the 
permanent improvement of highways under the law passed at 
the January session of the General Court, 1905. 


ARTICLE 4. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for repairing highways, bridges and side- 
walks in addition to that required by law.

ARTICLE 9. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate to defray Town Expenses. 


ARTICLE 6. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate to pay on its Indebtedness.

ARTICLE 10. ‘To see what action the town will take in the 
matter of furnishing aid and assistance to the Huggin’s Hospital 
of Wolfeboro to raise and appropriate money or pass any other 
vote relating to the granting of aid and assistance. 


ArTICLE 11. To see if the town will vote to allow a discount

A Partial Record of the Doings of Town Meeting 
Held March 9, 1909. 


Under Article 4 it was voted to sustain the Selectmen in the 
purchase of the steam power for the Rock Crusher. 

Under Article 5 it was voted to sustain the Selectmen in 
their action in repairing the old ‘‘Lady Wharf.’’ 

Under Article 6 it was votedto exempt the Precinct Bonds 
from taxation. | 

Under Article 7 it was voted to sellthe lot of land recently 
purchased of E. EK. Cate, to the School District. 

Under Article 8 it was voted to pass over the matter. of pur- 
chasing a Road Machine for the North side of the town. 

Under Article 9 it was voted to raise $1,000 for the repair of 
highways, bridges and sidewalks in addition to that required 
by law. 

Under Article 10 it was voted to raise $4,500 to defray town 
expenses. 

Under Article 11 it was voted to raise $3,000 to pay on the 
Town Indebtedness. 

Under Article 12 it was voted to raise $13.00 in addition to 
that required by law to pay each fireman. 

Under Article 13 it was voted to raise the sum of $75.00 to 
pay to J. R. Newell Post for Memorial Day. 

Under Article 14 it was voted to pass over any action rela- 
tive to laying a sewer in North Main Street. 

Under Article 15 it was voted to raise $100.00 for the Town 
Library in addition to that required by law. 

Under Article 16 it was voted to raise the sum of $500.00 to 
aid the Huggins Hospital. 

Under Article 17 it was voted to allow the usual discount 
upon the taxes of those who pay their taxes on or before the first 
day of August, September, October, November and December. 

Under Article 18 it was voted to take no action relative to 
the provisions of the will of Josiah W. Brown.

Librarians Report. 


To THE BOARD OF TRUSTEES OF THE WOLFEBORO TOWN 
LIBRARY. 


Gentlemen: 
The report of the librarian is herewith presented. 


During the year, 156 vols. have been added to the library 
by purchase, (this number includes the new books not yet in 
circulation,) and by contribution 7 vols. There have been 
loaned from the two libraries 11,901 books, of the following 
classes: fiction, 5,966, non-fiction, 2,112, children’s books 3,823. 
The Average per month has been 991 books. 


The largest circulation on any single day was 138 and the 
smallest 11. The year records a gain in books issued for home 
use of 2,860 vols. over the year 1907, when the last full year’s 
report was given. 390 cards have been issued during the year, 
making a total of 1,100 given out since July 1908.

A newset of Nelson’s Encyclopedia has 
recently been purchased, and this with the other reference works 
and a good supply of periodical literature make it possible for 
some material to be obtained on almost any subject. During 
the summer much interest was taken in nature study. The wild 
flowers sent in last season by Mr. Sargent of Brewster Academy 
were greatly enjoyed. 

We need new books, particularly books for general cir- 
culation. The demand inthis department far exceeds the supply 
and only those behind the counter can know how often the 
question comes, ‘‘have’nt you something new for me to read?”’ 


The librarian extends thanks to the Trustees, who, without 
renumeration, work for the best good of the library; and to the 
many others whose interest has helped to make her work a 
pleasure.
